HISTORY TURNS A CORNER. 
As the election rec-vdi s farth er and farther into the past, 
it becomes clear th at what h appened on Nov . 8 was noth­ 
ing less than the end of an epoch in American history .

What future historians will call the eight or ten y ears that 
lie ahead of us is bey ond gue. ing just now, but that 19 32 
will be some sort of div iding line for them seems assured. 
Not only was a Democratic administration elected. The 
really significant thing about it all is that a full stop was 
put on the record of the coursi the country lias taken since 
the war. 
Smoot and Watson, joining the lame ducks, stand as 
sy mbols of what happened. 
These men are the Senate’s last, links with the famous 
'‘old guard” of by gone day-.

ment with the day of Penrose and Lodge and Harding 
Their departure signalizes th e beginning of that much- 
talked of and loosely -described tiling, “ a new deal.” 
For the ov erturn in the election, indisputably was chief­ 
ly due to the miseries the country h ad sulfered during the 
past three y ears; and th ese, in turn, are all a part of the 
post-war epoch, bound up with th e path the nation elected 
to follow m those try ing years. 
It has taken this nation longer than it has taken any 
other to rev ise its post-war course. 
England turned to 
Stanley Baldwin and th en swung sh arply 
away ; France 
gav e Poincare th e h elm and th en dropped 
him; Germany 
swung in h alf a dozen different directions, 
and is now 
headed exactly opposite 
to th e line charted in the first 
y ears of peace. 
New America, too, 
finds that a new or­ 
ientation is necessary. 
What will h appen now? 
\ our guess is as good as the 
nex t man's. We can only be sure th at 
it will be something 
different. 
A new day has begun. 
Whether it will be bet­ 
ter or worse th an th e day just ended 
depends on the cour­ 
age and wisdom of our new leaders. 
The one certain 
thing is th at it will be different.
